UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Feb. 24 4AP).—The war's 
first blow against the Marianas 
Islands, deep within Japan’s de- 
fense ring, was dealt Tuesday by 
hundreds of planes from aircraft 


carriers, sent out by Rear Adm. 
Marc A. Mitscher who struck at 
Truk last week. 

The bombing of the Marianas, 
700 miles northwest of Truk and 
1300 miles south of Tokyoand 120 
miles north of Guam, occurred on 
the same day that invasion forces 
completed a six-day conquest of 
Eniwetok atoll, western Marshalis 
air base within land-based bomb- 
ing range of Truk. 

The Marianas and Eniwetok de- 
velopments were disclosed late 
yesterday by Adm, Chester W.

Adm. Mitscher, who captained 
the carrier Hornet from which the 
Doolittle bombers took off for 
Tokyo in 1942, presumably led@ into 
the daring Marianas operation ele- 
ments of the same task force used 
last Wednesday and Thursday 
against Truk.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP) 


MERICAN casualties in the 
war now total 157,865, of 
which 36,005 are dead. 

Under Secretary of War Pat- 
terson reported today that 
United States Army casualties 
from Dec. 7, 1941, to Feb. 7, 
1044, totaled 118,128, divided as 
follows: Killed 19,499; wounded, 
45,545; missing, 26,339; prison- 
ers of war, 26,745. 

Casualties in the sea services 
Navy, Marines and Coast 
Guard—based on reports up to 
today have amounted to 39,737, 
as follows: Killed, 16,506; 
wounded, 322; missing, 9491; 
prisoners 4418. 

The 157,865 figure for total 
casualties in all armed services 
represents an increase of 7387 
over the total announced two. 
weeks ago and an increase of 
1826 in dead, American casual- | 
ties since Pear] Harbor have 
averaged about 1400 a week.

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ROCKET GUNS USED 
BY LONDON AGAINST 
RAIDERS TWO YEARS 


LONDON, Feb. 24 (AP).—Heavy 
rockets which leave the ground 
with a crashing roar and burst in 
brillian explosive patterns form 
a spectacular part of London’s air 
defenses which have been putting 
up one of the heaviest barrages of 
the war during recent German 
raids. 

The bursts can be identified 
readily on clear nights by the 
close grouping of multiple colors 
and heavy smoke. The rockets 
have been in use about two years 
and long since passed through the 
experimental stage, but corre- 
spondents only now are permitted 
to disclose their use. They still 
are not allowed to give a descrip- 
tion of the projectors or the rock- 
ets themselves, their range or how 
they are fired.

decoration for action against the

Obviously aimed at boosting the 
morale of the mud-sloggers who 
have been wondering where the 
airmen got all their medals, the 
new decoration does the job prop- 
erly—it takes precedence over the 
air medal, and also over the Pur- 
ple Heart. 

It can be awarded, Acting Sec- 
retary of War Patterson disclosed‘ 
at a press conference, tod anyone 
in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
or Coast Guard who distinguishes 
himself “by heroic or meritorious 
achievement or service, not in- 
volving. participation in aerial 
flight.” 

It can be won in combat, or with

Oliver L. Parks Suggests 
to City Commission 


Area Could Be Used by 


Light Planes. 


20 POSSIBLE SITES 
ARE UP FOR STUDY 


Space Needed for Shuttle 
Service — Prediction of 
20,000 Private Craft 
Here by 1950. 


Members of the Municipal Air- 
port Commission today had under 
consideration a suggestion by 
Diiver L. Parks, president of 
Parks Air College, that a small 
mnding field for light planes be 
built on the Jefferson National 
Memorial site on the riverfront. 

The suggestion was made at 
yesterday's meeting *of the Air- 
port Commission, of which Parks 
is a member. It was includ¢ci in 
t list.of some 20 possible sites for 
fields for small planes which Parks 
said would be needed soon after 
the end of the war for private fly- 
mg and for shuttle service to 
major airports. He predicted 
that 20,000 private planes would 
be owned in St. Louis by 1950. 


The riverfront area is 3660 by 
0 feet or approximately 80 acres 
m size. Parks pointed out that 
‘fforts are under way by the city 
io remove the elevated tracks of 
she Terminal Railroad Association, 
but that it would be possible to 
ase the more even terrain west 
of the tracks at present. 


The plan roughly outlined by 
Parks contemplates construction 
merely of one north-south landing 
strip about 200 feet wide. No fig- 
ares were available to determine 
now long such a strip might be 
pecause of the limiting factor of 
surrounding buildings, Eads 
Bridge on the north and MacAr- 
thur Bridge to the south. 

Director of Public Utilities Mil- 
ion M. Kinsey, chairman of the 
Municipal Airport Commission, 
said he did not think that the 
Federal Government, which owns 
the land, would consent to its use 
for anything except a park. While 
it would be possible to construct 
2 north-south landing strip which 
might be usable by small planes 
part of the time, depending upon 
wind direction and velocity, he did 
not consider the suggestion prac- 
ticable. 

Kinsey said he was not im- 
pressed by the suggestion that 
such a strip be used for a*shuttle 
service to major airports, even if 
planes carrying five passengers 
might land there, as Parks had 
suggested. If a 40-passenger plane 
lands at a major terminal, he ob- 
served, it would require eight 
five-passenger shuttle planes to 
bring them to the downtown field 
or it would be necessary for one 
five-passenger ship to make eight 
trips. : 

J. Gates Williams, chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce Air 
Board, also was apposed to the 
suggestion. It said he cortsidered 
it impracticable and questioned 
the safety of operation at a field 
so closely confined by obstruc- 
tions. A former member of the 
Executive Committee of the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 
morial Association, which plans 
am park for the area, he said he 
objected to using it for any other 
purpose. 

Opposition by Spotts. 

Likewise, Julian C. Spotts, su- 
perintendent of the area for the 
National Park Service, found con- 
struction of a landing strip objec- 
tionable and said he was of the 
opinion such use could not be 
made of the land under the terms 
of the Historic Sites Act under 
which it was acquired. 

Critics of the plan pointed out 
that there was serious question 
that requirements of the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration could 
be met in the limited area. 

Presence of obtsructions in the 
approaches to an airport reduce 
the effective length of the land- 
ing area available. This reduc- 
tion in the effective length of 
usable landing area is computed 
on the basis of approaches being 
clear of vertical] obstructions with- 
in a glide angle of 20 to 1, that 
is, 20 feet horizontally for one 
foot vertically, for Class 1 air- 
ports with runways of 1800 to 2500 
feet, which are those provided for 
the smaller planes, under specifi- 
cations of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. 

Thus, a building 50 feet high 
adjacent to the boundary of a 
Class 1 airport would have the ef- 
fect of shortening the _ effective 
landing and takeoff length by an 
amount equal to 20 times 50 or 
1000 feet. To compensate for such 
an obstruction in the approach 
zone, an extra 1000 feet of land- 
ing strip would be necessary, 


For larger airports the glide 
angle requirement is a ratio of 30 
to 1 and for instrument landing, 
40 to 1. 

Other possible sites for small 
fields, as suggested by Parks, 
were described in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch. Collaborating with 
him was Charles H. Ellaby, who 
recently resigned as President of 
the Board of Public Service to 
enter private engineering practice. 
They included a proposal for two 
elevated steel] double-decked land- 
ing strips over the Mill Creek 
Valley railroad tracks between 
Twelfth boulevard and Eighteenth 
street.

who denied he was implicated in 
the escape. 

Jenkins was captured early to- 
day in the rear of a house at 4024 
Folsom avenue after he had fired 
one shot at detectives and had 
been fired on once by Detective 
Lt. William A. Washer.

Acting on a tip, six detectives 
went to the house and were met 
at the street entrance of the sec- 
ond-floor apartment by a man 
they recognized as Henry Krons- 
bein, a former convict.

The fugitive, later found to be 
Jenkins, fired one shot from a re- 
volver at detectives in the yard as 
he fled down the outside stairway. 
Lt. Washer fired from the second- 
floor porch and saw the man fall 
to the ground. Jenkins surrendered 
without further resistance. Krons- 
bein and two women, also in the 
apartment, were taken to police 
headquarters for questioning. 

ound Hiding Near Roof. 

Stodulski, the third fugitive to 
be recaptured, was found yester- 
day by police hiding in a small 
space between the ceiling and the 
roof of his home, 

Chief of Detectives Herman Sie- 
bels said Stodulski told him he 
had helped bend a towel rack 
around cell bars to form a handle 
for the hacksaw blades later used 
in cutting an opening in bars 
across a fourth-floor window, but 
disclaimed knowledge of how the 
blades were brought into the jail. 

Siebels said Stodulski told him 
he, Jenkins and Paul Grandinnetti, 
who was recaptured Tuesday, en- 
gineered the escape, while William 
Ivory and John Whorton, Negroes, 
acted as lookouts. Ivory was re- 
‘captured Tuesday. Whorton is 
the only one still at liberty. 

Detective Capt. Martin Cliffe 
said Stodulski told him today that 
he. had fashioned a key from a 
piece of metal wash basin and 
with this key had been able to 
open the door between the cell 
tier runway and the catwalk at 
the outer wall of the jail. He and 
Jenkins, he said, entered the cat- 
walk in this way and sawed on 
the window bars during several 
periods after dinner when the 22 
prisoners in their tier were per- 
mitted the freedom of the runway. 

Blades Hidden in Shoes, 

Mrs. Reifschneider stated that 
early in January, during one of 
her frequent visits to the jail, 
Jenkins told her several blades 
had been smuggled to him by a 
woman and asked her to get in 
touch with Green and request him 
to secrete some blades beneath 
the innersoles of a pair of his 
shoes. 

This was done she continued, 
and the shoes were given to Mrs. 
Jenkins for delivery to her hus- 
band. On two subsequent occa- 
sions, she said, she took shoes 
prepared by Green to the jail for 
delivery to other inmates, who 
were to give them to Jenkins.

GROUP VOTES TO ELIMINATE 
SCHOOL RACE SEGREGATION 


‘Convention Committee Decides by 9 to 8 to 


Leave Out Mention of Negroes—Puts 


It Up to Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24.— 
The Education Committee of the 
Constitutional Convention voted 
last night to abandon Missouri’s 
policy of requiring separate 
schools for Negroes, which has 
been rigidly adhered to since its 
establishment following the Civil 
War. 

By a vote of.9 to 8, the commit- 
| tee approved a subcommittee 


recommendation that the present 
| mandatory constitutional provision 
for separate schools be eliminated 
and that no mention of separate 
schools be made in the new Con- 
stitution. This would leave the 
‘General Assembly free to provide 
for the education of Negro and 
‘white children in the same 
Schools. 

| Adoption of the committee's. ac- 
tion by the convention and the 
|voters would end the existing 
|segregation policy that was first 
‘adopted in the Constitution of 
1865 and retained in the present 
Constitution, adopted in 1875. 
‘Prior to the Civil War, Missouri, 
as a slave state, gave no consti- 
tutional or statutory recognition 
to Negro education. 

Rejection by Voters Predicted. 

The committee’s action was op- 
posed by Delegate George W. 
Kirk of Sikeston, who said that 
elimination of the present policy 
would result in the defeat of the 
new Constitution by the voters. 
He said 95 per cent of the people 
in Southeast Missouri, which has 
ja large Negro population, would 
vote against adoption of the Con- 
stitution because of this one issue. 
| When the subcommittee report 
was offered for approval, Kirk 
‘made a substitute motion that a 
mandatory provision for separate 
schools be retained, After the 
committee defeated his motion 
and adopted the subcommittee 
recommendation, Kirk declared: 
“I move we adjourn sine die. We 
might as well quit now and save 
part of the $1,500,000 this conven- 
tion is going to cost, because the 
people will never adopt a Consti- 
tution with the present section 
left out.” 

Delegate Franc L. McCleur of 
Fulton, president of Westminster 
College, urged elimination of the

In the wads Before Willie Hoppe. 


W ILLIE HOPPE’'S name has 
been before the public so | 
many, many years that it's 
hard to believe that before Wil- 
lie there were some truly great 
billiardists. ‘ Hoppe called 
this to mind Tuesday during his 
local exhibition, when he played 
a “straight rail” game and won 
it by clicking off 100 consecutive 
points. 

That, of course, was child’s 
play to Hoppe who in his day 
has many times run over 200 
points at 18-inch balkline.... 
But the “straight rail” mention 
brings back to mind a match 
involving “Wizard” Jake Schaef- 
er, father of the younger Jake, 
known to the last two- genera- 
tions. 

Old Jake was matched with 
the British champion Roberts 
in a straight rail contest in this 
country. . . . It was at 3000 
points. . . . Our recollection of 
of this affair was that Jake won 
the lag and then ran out the 
$000. points, while Roberts sat 
twiddling his fingers. 

+ + . 

Straight rail was elementary 
to the old masters who could 
use the “rail nurse” and carry 
the ivories round and round the 
table, turning the corners with 
ease. 

It was old Jake Schaefer’s 
mastery of this rail nurse that 
forced the handicaps that fol- 
lowed in order: 8 inches, 14 
inches, 18 inches with two shots 
in balk and finally the “cham- 
pion’s game” of 18 inches balk- 
line handicap, with only one 
shot in balk allowed.

At one time, so great was the 
mastery of the balls by the old 
“Wizard” - Schaefer, that he 
would get the spheres astride 
a balk-line on the rail and ride 
his cue ball back and forth 
across the line, in and out of 
balk with each shot, without 
moving the balls out of position 
for hundreds of points.

R. PRESIDENT, on yesterday the President of the United 
States sent to the House of Representatives, and indirectly to | 
the Senate, a message vetoing the tax bill recently passed by 
both houses of the Congress after six or eight months of delibera- 
tion upon it. I should have preferred to discuss this veto message 
on a proposal to pass the bill over the President’s objections, but, 
not knowing what action the House will take, and therefore, not 
knowing whether the Senate will be given an opoprtunity to vote 


upon the veto, I have decided to discuss it now. 


The President says in his message that he regrets it, but that 
he had to veto the bill in the public interest. He says that many 
months ago he asked Congress to increase the taxes by 10% bil- 
lion dollars, and that—to use his own language—“persons prominent 


in our national life have stated 
figure was too low. 

This reference in justification 
of his veto is obviously to Mr. 
Wendell L. Willkie, the up-to-date 
Halley’s comet darting across the 
firmament hither and you to il- 
luminate the heavens with an ar- 
ray of fantastic figures which 
neither it nor anybody can com- 


prehend. I cannot but wonder, 
Mr. President, whether this 
spectacular celestial nomad has 
freightened the President into the 
use of figures quite as fantastic, 
though not as large. 

The President states that, 
while the measure purports to in- 
crease the national revenue by a 
little more than two billion dol- 
Tars, the actual net result is a 
little lesg than one billion dollars. 


Difference in Estimates. 


The Treasury Department has 
but yesterday reported that the 
net increase in taxes provided in 
this bill amounts to $2,194,000,000. 
The staff of the Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue set up by 
Congress estimates the net in- 
come to be around $2,300,000,000. 

But let us take the figures of 
the Treasury Department itself, 
which we might well admit are 
conservative. This $2,194,000,000 
figure is arrived at after deduct- 
ing from the gross increase in 
revenues provided in the bill any 
losses from other categories that 
may occur by reason of the bill 
itself. : 

Whether those losses amount to 
150 million dollars, as the Presi- 
dent states, or to a smaller, or a 
larger sum, as estimated by the 
Treasury, they were all taken in- 
to consideration and deducted 
from the gross increases carried 
by the bill in order to arrive at 
the $2,194,000,000 reported by the 
Treasury. It may be that figure 
is subject to a fufther readjust- 
ment on account of what the 
Treasury calls nonrecurring items 
amounting to about 75 million 
dollars. 

Social Security Tax. 

In order still further to belittle 
the amount of revenue provided 
in this new tax bill the President 
bas resorted to one of the most 
unjustifiable methods of calcula- 
tion it is possible to conjure up, 
which obviously was handed to 
him by a mind more clever than 
honest. He refers to an amount 
which he figures as $1,100,000,000, 
which he claims would be col- 
lected by a doubling of the social 
security taxes on March 1 of this 
year. I am one of the members 
of the Committee on Finance who 
voted against the freezing of the 
social security tax when it was 
passed on by the committee. I 
not only voted on the floor of the 
Senate against freezing that tax, 
but I made an argument against 
it when the amendment was be- 
fore the Senate for its consider- 
ation. The amendment freezing 
the tax at 1 per cent, instead of 
automatically raising it to 2 per 
cent, was adopted overwhelming- 
ly both in the committee and in 
the Senate. 

In my discussion of that pro- 
posal on the floor of the Senate I 
stated that I had never regarded 
the moneys procured by this tax 
as anything but a sacred fund 
to be used for the payment of the 
worthy purposes contemplated 
when the social security law was 
enacted, and that I did not at that 
time, nor at any other time would 
I, vote to increase this tax mere- 
ly for the purpose of letting the 
Treasury use it as revenue to 
carry on the ordinary expenses 
of the government. It is true that 
in order to hold this fund invio- 
late and obtain an income upon 
it the law provides that it shall 
be loaned to the Treasury at 3 
per cent interest. But it is a 
loan. It is not Treasury capital. 
It is no more to be regarded as 
income in the Treasury than the 
money obtained by the sale of war 
bonds, and it must be repaid, just 
as they are to be repaid, the only 
difference being that this loan 
bears a higher rate of interest 
than any of the war bonds now 
being sold to the public. But

Congress Gets Blamed. 


In his desire to criticise the bill 
and complain of Congress, the 
President, in talking about the de- 
sire for tax simplification, said— 
and I quote him:

to see the far-reaching political 
and governmental implications of 
Barkley’s startling announcement 
yesterday that he would resign to- 
day, and he shrewdly h-stened to 
send the hitherto devoted sena- 
torial spokesman a personal let- 
ter, hoping that he would recon- 
sider and continue as majority 
leader. 

The scene in the Senate cham- 
ber, when the 66-year-old Ken- 
tuckian denounced his leader was 
all the moré gripping because of 
Barkley’s past practice of carry- 
ing out White House orders re- 
gardless of his personal beliefs 
and inclinations. Through that 
unquestioning loyalty, he had, as 
he told his colleagues, for the last 
seven years “carried ths Roose- 
velt flag over rougher territory 
than was ever traversed by any 
majority leader.” He added that 
“sometimes I have carried it with 
little help here on the Senate floor, 
and more frequently with little 
help from the other end of Penn- 
sylvania avenue.” 


Not Outstanding Leader. 

Barkley is not a brilliant man, 
nor has he been an outstanding 
leader. He has been called a 
“bumbler” and a “bull-headed 
blunderer,” but he has always been 
a 100 per cent organization Demo- 
crat, and later a New Dealer, as 
befitted one who attained impor- 
tant position by 14 years’ service 
in the House and 17 years in the 
But his party loyalty 
was stretched until it snapped 
with resounding force when the 
President challenged the integrity 
of the legislative branch. 

The worm turned under such 
thrilling circumstances that there 
may be a different and healthier 
relationship from now on between 
Congress and the White House. 

Even if Barkley had not been 
majority leader, his ll-year record 
of support for the President’s 
policies would have made the 
break big news. And the break 
was clean; there had not been the 
slightest intimation of it until 
Tuesday, when he told two or 
three of his Senate colleagues 
that he could not stand for the 
language in the veto message, 
which he had heard at the White 
House the day before, 


Leader Since 1937. 

Barkiey, it will be recalled, was 
put into the majority leadership 
by the President in 1937 to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Joseph 
Robinson of Arkansas. The late 
Senator Pat Harrison of Missis- 
sippi, who had “taken the rap for 
the President” on tax legislation 
two years before, thought he 
would be elected without much 
opposition. The White House, 
however, stepped in for Barkley 
with the famous “Dear Alben” 
letter, and by applying pressure 
on individual Senators so _ the 
final count was 38 for Barkley, 
87 for Harrison. This bitter con- 
test created so many animosities

Harrison, over the protest of 
the Finance Committee, tried to 
carry out these instructions, and 
when it became evident that the 
new legislation could not be en- 
acted in a few days, as required 
by the parliamentary situation, 
the President disclaimed gny re- 
sponsibility for it. Harrison up- 
held the President’s statement, 
saying, with his tongue in his 
cheek, that there must have been 
some misunderstanding. 

Other leading Democrats did not 
emulate Harrison's cynicism or si- 
lence. They included former Vice- 
President John Garner, former 
Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley and former Ambassador to 
England Joseph P. Kennedy. 


Fourth-Term Speculation. 

Conversation at the Capito] and 
other Government offices today 
centered around the questions:

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NAZI FLYER WALKS 
MILES IN ENGLAND 
TRYING TO GIVE UP 


LONDON, Feb. 24 (AP). — A

Average American Farm 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently you reprinted an article, 
“Power of the Farm Bloc,” from the 
Charleston (W. Va.) Gazette. } 

The author has an utterly fantastic 
idea about the men who produce food 
and fiber in this country. He seems 
to think that American agriculture is 
dominated by what he calls the “indus- 
trial farmer.” Describing this type of 
farmer, he says: 

“He owns thousands, hundreds of 
thousands of acres. He is a capitalist 
with unlimited reserve funds to tide him 
over adversity. He has the money to 
hire specialists, to buy farm machinery 
and fertilizer. He has no mortgage to 
keep him awake at night. He spends 
most of his time in New York or Cali- 
fornia or Florida or Washington.” 

To any farmer or to anybody who is 
even slightly familiar with actual farm 
conditions, such statements are down- 
right silly. 

Many city people may accept such 
drivel as the truth. For the information 
of such people, I submit the following 
facta, taken from the 1940 Federal Cen- 
sus: 

In 1940 there were 6,096,799 farms in 
the United States, and the average size 
was 174 acres. Ninety per cent of all 
farms were less than 260 acres in size. 
The other 10 per cent were found large- 
ly in the range country, where many 
acres are necessary to graze one animal, 


Only one farm in seven customarily 


has year-around farm help. The total 
labar force on United States farms last 
July 1 (a time when the number of hired 
workers is at the peak for the year), 
consisted of 8,763,000 family workers and 
2,986,000 hired workers, or one worker 
for two farms, on the average. The only 
possible conclusion one can fairly draw 
from these figures is that United States 
farming is overwhelmingly a business 
ef family-size farms. — 

- Even in North Dakota, where th 
farms average 512.9 acres, farming is 
predominantly a family operation, be- 
cause people follow extensive farming, 
rather than intensive farming. In 1939, 
only 52.7 per cent of the North Dakota 


farms employed any help whatsoever,: 


and the average amount spent annually 
r labor was only $246.56 per farm.

The furor over the tax bill, damaging though 
it has been in many respects, has served one 
good purpose.

Presidcrt Roosevelt's veto of the bill was not 
a dictatorial act. It was a courageous exercise 
of his constitutional duty in the face of warnings 
by his political associates that his insistence on 
higher taxes would be unpopular in this election 
year. The bill was deplorably inadequate in view 
of the wartime financial requirements and in 
view of the rising national income. 

Congress could very well have accepted the 
President’s disapproval, because he spoke for a 
great mass of the people who think we should 
come much nearer to paying for the war as we 
go, in order to lighten somewhat the great bur- 
den of debt that will have to be borne by the 
returning soldiers and the next generation. It 
would have been an act of statesmanship for Con- 
gress to let the veto stand and then to have set 
about the prompt enactment of a harder, more 
realistic revenue measure,. 

The central fact’ remains: as against the vast 
monetary needs of all-out war, against the 
administration’s request for 10% billions in new 
revenue (which Mr. Willkie said should have 
been 16 billions), the bill calls for only $2,300,- 
000,000, or less than a billion net according to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s figures. It is a fiscal teaspoon 
where a steam-shovel is needed. 

Senator Barkley’s spectacular break with the 
President was a political bombshell, with possible 
repercussions on the fourth-term issue. In his 
seven ye as majority leader in the Senate, 
and for five years preceding, he had been a 
devoted follower of President Roosevelt, a de- 
fender of the New Deal through thick and thin. 

Despite all this, Senator Barkley'’s split with 
Mr. Roosevelt should not cause too much surprise. 
There ig in his career as a party man, in his 
record. in Congress, in his public utterances, 
particularly in his intemperate speech of yester- 
day, the suggestion that hig heart was never 
in the New Deal. 

The Senator's seat is to be filled in this year's 
Kentucky election, It is presumed he would like 
to be returned. Can it be that he has brooded 
too much over the recent election returns, that 
he has noted the political shift in his own State, 
with a Republican Governor now in office, and 
has decided he would fare better as. an anti-New 
Deal candidate? 

The breaking into the open of this battle be- 
tween the President and Congress follows a long 
period of bickering: The air should be clearer 
from now on, Congress has had the dubious 
satisfaction of waving the flag of reaction in 
the President’s face. The President has loosed 
his wrath in stinging words on Congress. Sen- 
ators and Representatives have lined up under a 
banner that looks much like that of special privi- 
lege in order to rebuke the President. The 
Democratic Senators, to show their confidence 
in Senator Barkley, have disposed of his resig- 
nation as majority leader by unanimously re- 
electing him. | 

It is time to cool off, for calm counsel to pre- 
vail, Congress is as fully within its constitu- 
tional rights in passing the bill over the veto as 
the President was in vetoing it. Perhaps Congress, 
reflecting soberly on the scene, will be persuaded 
to undertake the writing of a proper tax law 
for next year.

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Stalin Proclaims Confidence 


Marshal Stalin’s Red Army anniversary mes- 
sage was couched in that rotund prose he usually 
reserves for home consumption. It is a style 
that even the most starchy critics would scarcely 
call extravagant when entered on the ledger of 
Russian sacrifices and victories, but it is also a 
signal to the rest ef the world that the Soviet 
leader is taking care of strictly domestic: business, 

Yet, in view of some of the surprises Mr. 
Churchill gave the House of Commons on the 
preceding day, parts of Stalin's message deserve 
analysis. ) 

He vividly avowed the solidarity of the “anti- 
Hitlerite coalition,” which no “desperate efforts 
to introduce disharmony” can possibly menace. 
He assured the soldiers and sailors, the guerrillas 
and workers of Russia that Teheran was no show- 
window display and that the Allied “fighting 
alliance” is virtually uncollapsible. 

All thig despite the fact that the British Prime 
Minister seemed to be announcing another delay 
on the second front Stalim so desperately desires. 
The wews-torture chambers of the Gaoabbels’ 
press were not alone is conclucing from Mr. 
Churchill’s address that’ the day of invasion, 
widely expected this spring, has been postponed 
at least until fall. His words seemed to total up to 
admission that our timetable runs behind. 

Although Stalin pointed out Germany’s advan- 
tage in facing ground warfare on a single front, 
and Russia’s continuing engagement of the main 
Nazi forces, he gave not the slightest hint of 
being unaware of or out of step with the planning 
on the other side of the coalition. 

Without straining the crystal ball to the point 
of cracking, a pair of comforting conclusions is 
possible: Either Anglo-American leaders have 
been able to prove to the Russian Marshal that 


the second front is not being unnecessarily de- 
layed, or else the British Prime Minister is play- 
ing a smart propaganda game aimed at baffling 
or perplexing the Nazi High Command. 
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The Wrath to Come 


It appears the proposal for a Federal ballot 
has brogen down through the intransigeance of 
Representative Rankin of Mississippi, easily one 
of the five worst demagogues in all of Congress, 
As a leading member of the conference commit- 
tee to consider the question of soldier votes in 
the forthcoming presidential election, Rankin 
has set himself solidly against reasonable com- 
promise. 

Representative Wonley, also of. the conference 
committee, has made one overture after another 
to Rankin’s “states’ rights group.” He offered 


to stand for repeal of the law waiving local reg-. 


istration and poll tax payments as voting quali- 
fications for service men, He offered to leave 
to the states tle right to say whether or not Fed- 
eral ballots are valid and should be counted. . 
After first agreeing to the Worley proposal, 
Rankin changed his mind and said No. Granted 
there is a constitutional argument for his posi- 
tion that the states should have final jurisdic. 
tion over validity of ballots; but on what ground 
does Rankin stand now that this argument has 
been conceded? He merely says: “It’s still a Fed- 
eral ballot and all the perfume of Arabia won’t 
make the Federal ballot smell any sweeter.” 
The only thing the Rankinites have to offer 
in exchange for a Federal ballot is a vague plan 
by which each of the 48 states would set up 
its own soldier voting system. Such a method, 
through its unworkability, would simply deprive 
millions of Americans, who are good enough to 
be in uniform and good enough to have their 
lives placed in jeopardy, of the right to choose 
the nation’s leadership for the next four years. 
It is hard to believe that Congress would per- 
mit itself to be led in this vital matter by a man 
of the caliber of Rankin, who has often shown 
himself to be willing to stoop to any level to ad- 
vance his narrow and undemocratic views. _ 
The country’s wrath and the wrath of the Army 
and Navy will surely fall upon Congress if it 
does not meet the soldiers’ vote issue fairly and 
squarely. Let the Southern Democrats and the 
Republicans, who have formed a virtual coalition 
in this and other matters, beware of that wrath! 
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A Bargain Offer to Finland 


Finland’s hesitancy about resigning as Hitler’s 
ally and getting out of the war becomes less 
excusable and less understandable, now that an 
indication of Russia’s. peace terms is disclosed 
in a dispatch by David M. Nichol, Moscow cor- 
respondent. 

The facts of the dispatch obviously come from 
high official Soviet circles. Their substance 
shows that Finland now has a chance to quit 
the war on what might be termed bargain rates: 
liberal terms that Moscow is offering both to 
impress other faltering Axis satellites and «to 


placate British-American opinion, where consid- 
erable sympathy for the Finns still exists. 


Despite the generous Russian offer, which un- 
doubtedly has a time limit, Finland’s rulers still 
seem reluctant to quit the war. This would in- 
dicate a struggle within Finland, between the 
pro-Nazi blot, which is the group in power, and 
the democratic, peace-loving elements that speak 
for a suffering, war-weary people. 

The Red Army steam-roller is getting closer 
to Finland’s borders every day, and Russian 
bombing planes have already given some ex- 
amples of what the Finns can expect if they 
delay making peace. Surely there is nothing to 
bring expectations of better terms than those the 
Russians, for reasons of policy, now offer. 


Once again Great Britain and the United States 
are warning Spain to take a stricter view of its 
neutrality, One of the points raised, Foreign Min- 
ister Eden told the House of Commons, is a mat- 
ter of active German espionage in Tangier. 
Spies in Tangier and elsewhere near Gibraltar 
are evidently tipping off the Nazis to our ship 
and troop movements there, 

How long will it be before we get really tough 
with the Fascist Government of Gen. Franco, 
which owes its very existence to aid from Hitler 
and Mussolini during the Spanish civil war? It 
is all very well to cut off oil shipments and 
issue warning -after warning. But hasn’t the 
time arrived at last when stronger measures 
should be taken? : 

A rupture of diplomatic relations, with the 
threat of war that it entails, might do two things. 
It might bring Gen. Franco sharply to heel; bet- 


ter still, it might be the factor to topple his al- 


ready shaky regime in favor of a Spanish Gov- 
ernment that would have a real basis of com- 
radeship with the United States and Britain. 
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An Old American Custom 
With his characteristic good humor and shrewd 
political judgment, Prime Minister Churchill 
Warned Britons, in his speech Tuesday, of the 
brickbats they can expect from across the sea, 


now that America is getting warmed up in its — 


campaign year. “Naturally, a lot of rough things 
have to be said about Great Britain” at such a 
time, Mr. Churchill commented, but Britishers 
shouldn’t become unduly concerned about them. 
Mr. Churchill knows from experience the fan- 
tastic issues that are sometimes dredged up to 
attack an administration in power. He knows 
how our demagogues relish running for office on 
the issue of Britain’s faults, such s¢ Chicagt’s 
Mayor Tnrompson with his slogan, “Bust King 
George in the snoot.” This is an old American 
custom, known as “twisting the Kon's tail.”

The United States Savings and Loan League lobby backs up the 
effort of Dirksen of Illinois to force headlong, costly liquidation of 
loan agency; editorial says this course would be costly to Govern- 
ment, injurious to home-owners and inflationary to cost of the war. 


From The Nation 


As hypocritical and greedy a campaign as 
any being waged in Washington is that led 
by Representative Dirksen against the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation. Although 
the slogans used are to “reduce non-war 


expenditures” and “safeguard private enter-' 


prise,” the purpose is to permit a few lend- 
ing institutions to grab the HOLC’s profit- 
able mortgages and leave the Government 
holding the bag with the-~rest. 


A powerful lobby headed by H, Morton 
Bodfish, $20,000-a-year president of the 
United States Savings and Loan League, 
was behind Dirksen’s bill to force hurried 
liquidation of the HOLC last year, This 
bogged down in the Senate after the HOLC 
testified that such a move would cost the 
Government about $373,000,000 in mortgage 
losses. . 

Another legislative measure of this kind 
is expected to be introduced in the wake 
of the report recently made to Congress 
by John H, Fahey, the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Commissioner. 

Mr. Fahey cannot be accused of speak- 
ing as a New Dealer without practical busi- 
ness experience. He is a former president 
of the United States Chamber of Commerce. 
He reports that the HOLC is already 58 
per cent liquidated and that liquidation 
can be completed without loss to the Gov- 
ernment if it is permitted to continue on 
the orderly lines laid down in the original 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation Act in 
1933, 


Thousands of Homes Saved 


It is not irrelevant to recall that the 
HOLC not only saved thousands of home- 
owners from foreclosure in the early days 
of the New Deal, but also rescued the 
banks and other lending institutions which 
had been holding wobbly mortgages. 

Some of these lenders, says the Fahey 
report, “seem to believe that the only pur- 
pose of the HOLC was to bail them out 
of their poor mortgages, enabling them 
to put the cash received into good loans 
and then to take back their relinquished 
mortgages after the Government had spent 
millions in making them safe. They seek 
easy profits regardless of the public inter- 
est.” - 

However framed, each of the proposals 
for quick liquidation of the HOLC would, 
in effect, hand over the sound HOLC mort- 
gages to private institutions and leave the 


Government with the bad ones. This is 
hardly ‘a way to “reduce non-war expendi- 
tures.” 

Until now, the HOLC has been able to 
use earnings on its good mortgages as an 
offset against losses on the bad. As a 
result, its net realized loss today is little 
more than $65,000,000, as compared with 
the eventual losses of a half-billion to a 
billion dollars which were predicted when 
the HOLC was established. A loss of 
$65,000,000 on a “rescue” investment of 
$3,484,000,000 is less than 2 per cent, and 
Fahey indicates that even this can be 
wiped out if the HOLC is allowed to liquid- 
ate the holdings in slow and orderly fashion. 

The case for the HOLC is not merely the 
case for businesslike procedure in handling 
a Government investment. There are 
thousands of home-owners, most of them 
good risks, whose homes would be en- 
dangered by its sudden liquidation. 


Not Wanted by Lenders ; 


“A great number of HOLC genet rec 
Mr. Fahey points out, “are not attractive 
to lending institutions because of their 
small balances, extended terms and scat- 
tered location in remote communities, which 
increases the cost of servicing.” 

These mortgagors would suffer if forced 
to find commercial lenders to replace their 
HOLC loans. As it is, some thousands of 
HOLC borrowers have been misled into 
arranging new loans by false reports that 
the HOLC was soon to be liquidated. 

In most of these cases, refinancing has 
been harmful. The interest rate has been 
higher, the terms less favorable. Study of 
a large number of HOLC loans transferred 
to private lending institutions showed that 
the debts had been increased by an aver- 
age of $1500, or 78 per cent more than the 
balance the borrowers had owed the HOLC 
at the time of transfer. 

The houses on which these loans were 
made averaged over 22 years in age. Trans- 
fers under such conditions load borrowers 
with additional debt and add to wartime 
inflationary pressure. 

We hope Congress this year will not only 
resist the mortgage hogs again, but slap 
them down so resoundingly &s to discour- 
age any further campaign against the 
HOLC and leave its officers and its bor- 
rowers free to continue in thé path of 
orderly liquidation. 


Missouri Court Plan Is Urged for New York

The three alternative amendments to the 
State Constitution proposed by Gov. Dewey 
to make possible a change in the selection 
of Judges should speed action by the Legis- 
lature on this greatly needed reform. 

They all present adaptations of the Mis- 
souri plan, a combination of executive ap- 
pointment and. subsequent voter approval, 
the principle of which has been recom- 
mended by representatives of the bar and 
of civic groups. 

The need for a better system of judicial 
selection is most pressing in this city. We 
know—it was brought home by the Aurelio 
election—that the present system does not 
assure the elevation of men of the best 
caliber to high judgeships, 

In smaller communities, the people are 


likely to know personally the men who be- 
come candidates for judicial office; in 
New York City, most people know them not 
at all. 

The integrity and professional qualifi- 
cations of a candidate are the sole issues 
in a judicial election, and a few campaign 
speeches, even if people listen, are poor 
criteria by which to judge character and 
proficiency in the law. 

The study and care that have gone into 
these proposals under Dewey’s constructive 
leadership, and the concerted support 
which they may expect from the bar and 
civic organizations, bespeak affirmative ac- 
tion, first by the Legislature (in two suc- 
ceeding sessions), after that by the people 
themselves, 


How the Russian Army Fights: 
A Correspondent’s Fine Report 


“The Red Army: Its Men, Its Leaders and Its 
Battles,” by Walter Kerr. (Alfred Knopf, New 
York.) 

One weighty question perplexing many 
in this war is, What makes the Red Army 
tick? News of its exploits continues to 
evoke marvel; still, the Russians keep its 
workings shrouded in. secrecy even from 
the eyes of United Nations observers. 

The next best thing in obtaining informa- 
tion about the fabulous army that stopped 
Hitler has been for Moscow correspondents 
to talk with Red Army officers and troops 
after their stunning victories, as when they 
stemmed the tide before Moscow or drove 
the enemy from Stalingrad to death or 
capture. An excellent account is this book 
by Walter Kerr, who was Moscow corre- 
spondent for the New York Herald Tribune, 

I knew Mr. Kerr when he was a reporter 
in South America for the Herald Tribune. 
His thoroughness and objectivity consti- 
tuted a lesson for others in the profession, 
and it is safe to assume that in reporting 
Russia, his high regard for accuracy and 
unemotional clarity has not been lost.

He makes no attempt to dramatize the 
Red Army. He tells simply what he knows 
aboyt that army and draws certain conclu- 
sions which undoubtedly will justify them- 
selves in time. The book deals with human 
materials: Men, women, leaders, their plans 
and activities. If the actual secret of the 
Red Army’s weapons and tactics is lacking 
from the account, it is there readily to be 
inferred, 

The principal parts of the book describe 
the two great battles: Moscow and Stalin- 
grad. Mr.’ Kerr has taken copious notes 
from what he saw in Russia while there 
and from what others had to tell him. In 
great detail, he reports the phases of the 
battles: How the Germans held command, 
how the tide changed, how the counter- 
attack developed. Thus he touches on Red 
Army strategy, which is to hold back the 
reserves until the critical hour is about 
to strike, while hampering the German 
advance as effectively as possible. Unfor- 
tunately, he points out, this was costly, but 
it led to ignominious defeat for the armies 
of Adolf Hitler in both cases. He does not 
fail to pay tribute to the might of the Nazi 
forces, thereby underlining the truly re 
markable achievement of the Red Army.

The book covers all aspects of the Rus- 
sian fighting, relating how they are integ- 
rated: Air power, motorized units, artillery, 
infantry and cavalry. Infantry and artil- 
lery play an enormous role in Russian plan- 
ning, Mr. Kerr shows. But partisans and 
cavalry also have important functions, 
while motive power and air power have 
vital jobs, too. The work of these six as 
a team explains, in part, the miracle of 
the Red Army.

A Mere Incident. 


It was a mere incident that 
Bedaux was American. He was 
French-born and had lived the 
largest part of his life in France. 
French authorities could consider 
him a Frenchman. Had they done 
so, he would have been among 
the personalities arrested by the 
French Committee of Liberation 
in Algiers. The most notable of 
these are Flandin, Boisson and 
Peyrouton. 


But whereas we brought Be- 
daux to America, to indict him, 
we are—according to press reports 
—preventing the trial of men of 
his ilk in North Africa. The rea- 
son given is that no legitimate 
French Government yet exists to 
be responsible for these trials, 
But the French Republic, whose 
Constitution still exists, is alive 
in North Africa, and has inde- 
pendent courts, before which it 
has been proposed to try these 
men, who have had great influ- 
ence and power, and many friends 
In diplomatic and other circles of 
many countries. 


Why did we bring back Bedaux 
for trial now? Obviously to estab- 
lish the authority of the American 
Republic; to demonstrate that ev- 
eryone who has sworn allegiance 
to this country is not allowed, un- 
jer any circumstances, to switch 


cratic and constitutional govern- 
‘ment can demonstrate its capacity 


to hold people to account for their 
treacherous acts, it will lose au- 
thority. 

History is full of such examples, 
pro and con, After the last war, 


the German Republic failed, in just 
this manner, to establish its au- 
thority. Although the Versailles 
Treaty called for the punishment 
of war criminals, and they were 
actually named, the Republic, with 
unimportant exceptions, did not 
fulfill this obligation—nor did the 
Allies insist on it. 


That was much more than an 
offense against foreign powers. It 
broke down democratic morale 
and prestige in Germany, and it 
set the precedent for a succession 
of failures. After the Kapp putsch, 
in 1920, the leaders of the rebellion 
were allowed to flee the country, 
and shortly afterward were am- 
nestied. Among these people was 
Ludendorff, who i ediately be- 
gan to co-operate with Hitler. 


How Hitler Rose. 


After the murder of Rathenau, 
only the actua] murderers were ac- 
cused and the whole plot was 
never revealed, Had it been, Hitler 
might never have come to power. 

After Hitler himself attempted 
a violent overthrow of the state 
in 1923, his intimates were re- 
leased, and he was held for only 
five months. The Weimar Republic 
having failed to establish+ that 
treason against the Republic 
meant death, the traitors against 
it multiplied like rabbits. 

We all hope and intend that this 
mistake shall not be repeated—in 
Germany. 


But, in the Third French Re- 
public, the case of the Cagoulards 
was similar. Plotters against the

Unwelcome Trials. 


There is an intimate relationship 
between justice and authority—in 
fact, the power to compel justice 
is authority. If we rob French 
tourts of that power, we destroy 
French constitutional authority.

The Free French do not intend 
that this shall go on—during this 
war, or after it. If the sheep and

One| 
can readily believe that these) 


trials will be unwelcome to many 


—as the Bedaux trial would have 
been. Peyrouton went to North 
Africa with the aid and consent of 
American authorities.

Their trials would doubt- 
less reveal much of the structure 
of international Fascism. 

But unless they are tried, it will

Stettinius and the State Department 


Not everyone would envy him 
that job. Aneient jealousies per- 
vade the department. Under Sec- 
retaries have suffered a high mor- 
tality rate. Sumner Welles, the 
previous incumbent, was forced 
out by a mean intrigue that set 
Hull against him. 


A Public Servant. 

Stettinius is 43° years old, vigor- 
ous, cheerful, eager to make a 
contribution to world order. He 
has personal ambitions, as what 
man hAsri't? But his primary in- 
terest in coming into the Govern- 
ment was the desire to be, in the 
best sense, a public servant. 

Before he came to Washington, 
he had a career in business that 
took him to the chairmanship of 
the board of the United States 
Stee] Corporation. The way was 
mavie easier by the fact that his 
father had been a Morgan part- 
ner. Stettinius, however, worked 
hard on the lower levels of big 
business. 

A protege of Myron Taylor in 
“Big Steel,” he resigned the chair- 
manship to come to Washington at 
President Roosevelt’s request. 
That was in the days of the War 
Resources Board, of which the 
young man was made chairman. 
Stettinius had the patience to 
wait out that initial period of ut- 
ter confusion. 

Eventually, he was given the job 
in the Lend-Lease Administration. 
He made it one of the smoothest 
and most efficient agencies in 
Washington. Part of the story 
Stettinius himself has told in his 
recent book, “Lend-Lease, Weapon 
for Victory.” 


Congress Liked Him. 

One of the assets he brings to 
the State Department is an excel- 
lent working relationship with 
Congress. Considering his busi- 
mess career and his boarding 
school and University of Virginia 
background, the way in which he 
got along with Congress in lend- 
lease was one of the minor mar- 
vels of Washington. Congressmen 
liked him and he liked them. 

Having great respect and ad- 
miration for Secretary Hull, Stet- 
tinius wants to work in closest co- 
operation with him. He has care- 
fully refrained from talking to 
outsiders who might suggest even 
remotely any differences between 
the two. That was one of the 
charges brought against Welles— 
that he used newspaper column- 
ists to advance his own point of 
view and discredit the Secretary. 

For all his caution, the Under 
Secretary is looked at askance by 
the old-line career diplomats. He 
is, after all, an outsider.

ers say of the eager Under Secre- 
tary. 

In the five months he has been 
in the department, Stettinius has 
worked with Secretary Hull to 
bring about the recently an- 
nounced reorganization.

Already a question has arisen 
as to whether this committee is 


merely window-dressing. The old 
channels that kept all important 
issues within a small clique seem 
to have been preserved. 

Out of the reorganization, the 
ultra-conservative James Dunn 
seems to have got more power 
than ever before. He has long 
been one of Hull’s closest advis- 
ers. 

If this seems no more than an- 
other bureaucratic struggle, it is 
too bad. Whether the State De- 
partment can be revitalized and 
whether new and meaningful con- 
tent can be put into our foreign 
policy, may determine whether we 
have friends—working partners— 
in the world to come.

NAVY OFFICER TALKS 
ON PLANT CONVERSION 


Tells Delegates at Meeting 
Here Termination Delays 
Must Be Avoided. 


The War and Navy departments 
are now carrying on experiments 
by way of preparing for war con- 
tract termination, which will ulti- 
mately apply to some of the larg- 
est local war plants. Comdr, J. 
Harold Stewart, executive as- 
sistant of the Navy Cost Inspec- 
tion Service, made the announce- 
ment today at the conference on 
war contract termination spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce Government War 
Contract Termination Committee 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

Accounting and technical spe- 


plants with complicated termina- 
tion problems, Stewart said, to 
study methods calculated to ex- 
pedite termination. These experts 
will become familiar with the con- 
tractor’s method of - processing 
claims and when they are satis- 
fied, the Government's examina- 
tion will become a testing and 
sampling process, he added. 
Delay Can Cost Millions. 

The essence of successful termi- 
nation is speed, Stewart declared. 
“We can lose billions of dollars 
through delay in getting into 
peacetime production when the 
war is over,” he said. “Both from 
the standpoint of the Government 
and industry, it is preferable that 
there be reasonable justice spéed- 
ily rather than meticulous justice 
slowly arrived at.” 

Stewart told the assemblage of 
contractors, subcontractors and 
suppliers that the principal suf- 
ferers from delay would be the 
small and moderate sized con- 
tractors. Labor, he said, can like- 
wise suffer. He stated that the 
smaller plants with credit prob- 
lems must get speedy relief from 
the stagnation which can follow 
contract termination, otherwise 
they will not be able to meet their 
——— and will have to lay off 

elp. ' 

Col. D. H. Hauseman, of the 
Army Ordnance Department and 
director of the readjustment di- 
vision of the Army Service Forces, 
also stressed the need for speed 
in contract termination and said 
that the actual job of decentrali- 
zation would take place in the 
field after the war. 

In this area, Hauseman ex- 
plained, the St. Louis Ordnance 
District, under the direction of 
Col. Merle H. Davis, commanding 
officer, will terminate all war con- 
tracts. . 

Equal Justice Necessary. 

Hauseman said contractors’ 
claims must be settied with 
equal justice to Government and 
contractor, and the public. In- 
dustry, however, must be given 
“a sound title to the reimburse- 
ments received, so it can go for- 
ward and invest in other produc- 
tion,” and settlements must be 
final, except for fraud, he con- 
tinued. He said also adequate 
financing must be provided “in a 
generous measure” to tide the 
contractor over the rough period 
between termination and final 
settlement. 

“A great deal of downright es- 
sential work can be, and must be, 
begun now by the contractor,” 
Hauseman asserted. He urged 
contractors to eliminate potential 
bottlenecks in contract termina- 
tion by reviewing sub-contractors’ 
claims, : 

“The Government has no direct 
relations with sub-contractors and 
it is the responsibility of the 
prime contractor to settle with his 
sub-contractors before he can ex- 
pect the Government to ‘settle 
with him,” Hauseman said. 

William A. Coolidge, head of the 
finance section of the Navy Office 
of Procurement and. Material, 
came to St. Louis to substitute for 
Capt. Lewis Strauss, his superior, 
who was detained in Washington 
unexpected developments.

Tomato Aspic Mold. 


Three cups tomato juice, six or 
eight celery leaves, two small 
leces bay leaf, one whole clove, 

ree whole black peppers, one 
small onion (sliced), small piece 
of pepper, four teaspoons gelatine, 
one-fourth cup cold water, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-half cup cucum- 
ber (diced), one-half cup celery 
(finely diced), one-fourth cup 
shredded green pepper. 


Cook over low heat, tomato 
juice, celery leaves, bay leaf, clove, 
peppers, onion and small piece 
green pepper for 15 minutes. 
Strain. Soften gelatine in cold 
water. Dissolve in hot tomato 
juice,.Add salt and lemon juice. 
Cool. until partly congealed, Fold 
in cucumber, celery and green 
pepper. Pour ‘into lightly oiled 
three-cup mold, Chill until set. 
Unmold on bed of watercress, Top 
with mayonnaise, thinned with 
lemon juice, Serves four.

O begin with, there are no

Once it is 
in the open, accepted as a fact, 
the other children soon forget all 
about it and the child stands on 
his own merits among them. 

Adopted children should know 
from the start that they are adopt- 
ed. It is not possible to keep the

knowledge from them forever and 
they are in constant danger of the 
shock of the information coming 
to them abruptly. Let them know. 
Arrange to have some token of 
their former relationships in the 
house omd, right from the start, 
acknowledge the situation. A 
photograph, a baby blanket, a 
trinket, anything will do as a 
starting point. Then answer the 
child's questions truthfully, hiding 
nothing, and save him and other 
folk grief. . 

Children of unmarried parents 
should be allowed to know their 
situation in early childhood. Why 
they should be called the children 
of unmarried mothers without 
mention of the unmarried fathers 
is a reflection of social stupidity 
that ought to be corrected. They 
are children like all others, and 
they did have a father, and they 
did have a mother, just like other 
children, Start from there and tell 
no lies, Let the child know where 
he stands and he has a chance to 
hold his own. Make his life a bur- 
den with a shameful secret and he 
has no chance, Why put such a 
load on any child? e is God's 
child and no man has a right to 
grieve him, 

Tell children the truth from the 
start. Parents in jail, parents in 
hospitals for mental illnesses, de- 
serting parents, whatever the sad 
tale is, let it be told the children. 
Then help them make the best of 
it as others have done before, All 
these problems are part of life and 
life has no secrets.

Of Infant 
Nutrition

N ARTICLES during the last 

two weeks we have outlined 

the most modern practice in 
infant feeding during the first 
year and the second year. Milk 
modification is now on a satisfac- 
tory and scientific level. The most 
important features of milk for 
infant feeding are that it shall be 
clean, sufficient and with proper 
nourishing factors. 

Vitamins C and D need to be 
added to a diet of cow’s milk and 
usu@ily iron. Modern practice, we 
noted, gave infants additional 
food earlier than used to be 
thought necessary and a variety 
of solid or semi-solid food during 
the first year. 

But even the best modern man- 
agement occasionally runs up 
against the same old infants’ 
troubles that our grandmothers 
had, disturbances of nutrition and 
digestion. 


* * 

THE COMMONEST nutritional 
trouble of the infant is failure to 
gain weight. And the commonest 
cause of failure of the infant to 
gain weight is inadequate food in- 
take. Other causes are infections, 
chronic or acute .congenital dis- 
turbances of the digestive tract, 
such as caeliac diseases, possibly 
allergy. The old ideas that some 
particular part of the food is re- 
sponsible for malnutrition have 
been proved worthless—for in- 
stance, starch malnutrition. 

Commonest errors resulting in 
underfeeding are: 

(1). Boiling the orange juice. 
This kills the Vitamin C which is 
the very reason orange juice is 
given. 

(2). Changing formulas. Moth- 
ers get worried when the baby 
does not gain, and get panicky in 
changing to queer formulas. Cases 
come up of infants who have been 
exclusively on a diet of ceréal 
water for weeks, in the belief 
that milk was undigested or indi- 
gestible. The chances are the for- 
mula is all right, but the infant 
simply does not get enough of it, 
which means larger or more fre- 
quent feedings. Or that not enough 
sugar is added to cow’s milky 
Weighing the baby before and 
after every feeding of breast milk 
will decide the amount of milk 
obtained. 

(3). Misinterpretation of symp- 
toms. When malnutrition is pres- 
ent and especially as it increases, 
diarrhoea is likely to occur. This 
is interpreted. as an indication for 
further reduction of food. Or as 
idiosyncrasy to some food ele- 
ment, so the formula is exchanged, 
decreasing one or the other food 
element which simply makes mat- 
ters worse. 


+. — * 

ANY INFECTION, especially if 
accompanied by fever, results in 
decrease of appetite and hence in 
weight loss. Chronic infection of 
the nose and upper respiratory 
tract often leads to diarrhoea 
which is interpreted as digestive 
trouble and feedings are reduced. 
Infections of the urinary tracts 
are particularly likely to be over- 
looked in infants on account of 
the difficulty of collecting urine. 

Among digestive diseases, diar- 
rhoea used to hold first place. In 
fact it used to account for more 
infant deaths than all other causes 
combined, Clean milk—dairy in- 
spection, pasteurization, etc., has 
nearly eliminated it, but it still 
exists. Infants are much more 
susceptible to diarrhoea than 
adults. And infections will get in 
the milk, no matter how rigid the 
precautions. The principles of 
treatment of infectious diarrhoea 
are temporary rest of the diges- 
tive system, restoration of fluid 
balance, and of mineral balance; 
blood transfusion, if severe. 

Vomiting is the second of the 
digestive diseases of infancy. The 
common causes are over-distention 
of the stomach by swallowing air, 
too frequent feeding, too large 
volumes of food, unsuitable food, 
improper clothing.

IT’S HARD TO BELIEVE. | 

LOESTI, name of that certain 

Rumanian oil refinery center, 

is one of the most unbelieva- 
ble of all the place names that 
have come out of this war and 
made old men of newscasters be- 
fore their time. 

Right after the Ploesti refineries 
were bombed by our Africa-based 
planes and the name became ep- 
ochal, I rushed the correct pro- 


nunciation into print, thus: plaw-. 


YESHT. Apparently this was 
greeted with, “Colby is having an- 
other of his off days,” for I have 
yet to hear plaw-YESHT on the 
air, ploe-ESS-tee” and “PLESS- 
tee’ being the usual radio versions. 

However, reference to any reli- 
able gazeteer will confirm the 
accuracy of my recomniendations. 

But how can Ploesti possibly 
spell “plaw-YESHT?” That is a 
perfectly natural question, and it 
needs answering. In Rumanian, 
the final “i” of certain names is 
never pronounced, But it does 
have the effect of causing the 
~-est- that precedes it to be pro- 
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nounced either “esht” or “yesht.” 

For example, hte Rumanian 
spelling of Bucharest is “Bucu- 
resti,” and this is pronounced: 
bc&-koo-RESHT. The town of 
Pitesti is called pi-TESHT. 


Now if my readers, and espe- 
cially those who read the news on 
the air, are stijl inclined to the 
belief that I have dreamed up 
this plaw-YESHT business, I urge 
them to look up the pronunciation 
of Ploesti on page 3110 of Web- 
ster’s New International Diction- 
ary; Second Edition.

With 
a show of bravado, Sinbad barked 
weakly in his whisky tenor and 
backed away. Men watching from 
the ship booed and hissed him 
until he went forward a few 
steps and repeated his wishy- 
washy attack. Egged on by the 
crew, he finally went after the 
Irish canines, trounced them and 
took possession of the dock to the 
cheers ‘and applause of everyone. 
Old Sinbad was the happiest 
pooch on earth. 

More often than not he isn’t the 
winner. A big Newfoundland 
dog, about three times Sinbad’s 
weight, licked him so thoroughly 
in St. John that he limped sorrow- 
fully into a Canadian canteen and 
deliberately proceeded to get glor- 
iously tight on beer. & 

Whenever he’s hungry at chow 
time, he visits the mess deck and 
waits politely at the end of the 
table for chow leavings. If he 
develops an appetite between 
meals, he stands outside the galley 
and scratches the door with his 
paws. He loves water and usually 
takes at least one shower a day, 
and waiting until someone goes in- 
to the stall with the same idea in 
mind.

He would die 
from a broken heart should he be 
forced to remain on shore, In 
some mysterious manner he al- 
ways knows when the cutter is 
sailing and has never missed a 
voyage. 

Today, Sinbad regrets the turn- 
over among members of the crew. 
As soon as he begins to love the 
men, he complains, they are trans- 
ferred to other ships. But they 
always remember him, asking 
about Stinky in every letter to 
shipmates and sending him dog 
food and scores of Christmas 
cards.

“West opened the club king. The 

ace won, the adverse trumps were 

drawn, the heart king was cashed 

and then my partner entered his 

hand with a trump and took the 
heart finesse. Down he went! 


“Should I have gone to only six 
spades? Also, was there a better 
way to play the hand?” 

There was no earthly reason for 
South to jump from two hearts to 
three spades. On the basis of that 
jump, North could not be blamed 
for going the whole hog to the 
grand slam, 

Moreover, correct play by South 
would have brought in the con- 
tract. It was illogical to risk ev- 
erything on the heart finesse, be- 
cause declarer had available a so- 
called combination play. After 
drawing the one round of trum 
he should have cashed both o 
ace and king of hearts, because 
the queen might well drop. When 
it didn’t, the other part of the 
combination would have to be 
tried and it would work! Declarer 
would lead a trump to his hand 
and return the diamond queen, let- 
ting it ride, of course, if West 
did not cover. West wouldn't, but 
the queen would hold, and now 
declarer would lead a trump to 
rummy, discard his last heart (not 
a club!) on the diamond ace, ruff 
a heart—and claim his grand 
slam,
